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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6, 8, 10, 14-15, 17, 20-21 and 25-31 are pending. Applicant respectfully 
requests reexamination. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8, 10, 14-15, 17, 20-21 and 25-31 were rejected under 
35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by USP 5,110,660 ("Wolf), or in the alternative as 
obvious in view of Wolf. Applicant respectfully traverses. 
Claim 1 has been amended to recite: 

a cavity having a bottom surface forming an outer surface of the top end, 
and having an opening opposite the bottom surface for receiving an 
electronic component. 

Claims 10 and 21 have been similarly amended. These amendments distinguish the 
isolator of the present invention from the rubber spring of Wolf 

Wolfs rubber spring is a block with holes running through it for supporting great 
masses in automobiles. None of the holes provide an opening opposite a bottom surface 
situated on the exterior of the block, such that an electronic or other component may be 
seated against the bottom surface and securely held within the hole. 

In contrast, the present invention claims an isolator configured with a cavity 
formed on an outer surface for securely containing an electronic component of very small 
mass. The cavity provides a snug, frictional fit of the electronic component within the 
walls of the cavity and against the bottom surface of the cavity. The combination of the 
cavity, elastomeric material, and perforated configuration of the isolator provides secure 
containment and multi-axis protection for the component to guard against effects of 
shock and vibration. In view of this distinction, Applicant requests withdrawal of all 
rejections under § 102. 
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Claim 3 was rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as unpatentable over Wolf. Applicant 



respectfully traverses. In view of the foregoing arguments for patentability of Claim 1 over 



Wolf, Applicant submits that Claim 3 is also allowable through dependency. 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that all the 
pending claims are now in condition for allowance, and such action is earnestly solicited. 
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
